Missouri’s Duck Season 
Should Open October 22 
Missouri’s duck hunting season 
will open Oct. 22 and continue 
through Dec. 15. 
Official announcem ent has n o t 
been received here but those dates 
were recom m ended by the Conser­ 
vation Commission to the United 
States Fish and Wildlife Service, 
which is not likely to change them . 
In the 55-day season, Missouri 
hunters will be allowed to take 
birds only until an hour before 
sunet. Last year shooting was al­ 
lowed until sunset. 
Harold Terrill, chief biologist of 
the waterfowl unit, said, *‘A shorter 
daily shooting period helps to keep 
wildfowl, particularly geese, in the 
state longer.
